Mayor HcFadden stated with reference to the retirement of Messrs. Pannell and Reed

from the Council that his association with them hns been most delightful and satisfac-

tory, that they have been found true men in every respect, loyal to their convictions

and their ideals, that Councilman Pannell especially has been a diligent student of
